By way of observation it is significant to note that ilO^ 
of the persons contacted appear,ed to be cooperative. Approximately 
63% admitted their own Commiuiist association and Ii7^ of those inter- 
viewed furnished information regarding others in the Commxmist 
movement. Only 6% indicated that they still believe in the Communist 
movement* 22^ of the interviews conducted were completely, negative. 

It is noted that the majority of the persons contacted 
did not appear to be in a position to act as sources of information 
or are not considered potential confidential informant material.
